Status of the Application 

Acknowledgement is made of the receipt of the Preliminary Amendment filed 
03/12/01, the Petition filed 10/01/02, the request for Continued Prosecution Application 
filed 10/15/02 and the request for Extension of Time (1 month) filed 10/01/02. 

Claims 1, 3-8 and 11-14 are pending. Claims 2, 9 and 10 have been cancelled 
by virtue of the amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-8 and 11-14 are allowed . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is drawn to a method for treating disease amenable to 
treatment with a phenidate drug to a patient in need comprising providing a once-daily 
oral administration of d-f/?reo-methylphenidate hydrochloride, said dosage form 
comprises two groups of particles. 

The prior art fails to teach a method for treating disease amenable to treatment 
with a phenidate drug to a patient in need comprising providing a once-daily oral 
administration of d-f/yreo-methylphenidate hydrochloride wherein the administration form 
comprises a pulsatile release dosage form using the methylphenidate drug.
